| There is nothing in the national sit- 
|uation, however, to despair over or 
|become pessimistic abut. Canada has 
the resources and the energy and the 
ability to meet all its obligations, pro- 


iceed with its development, and add to 


the wealth, prosperity and happiness 
of its people. But it cannot be ac- 
complished by continual criticism,. by 
seeking to tear down existing institu- 
tions in order to apply a lot of un- 
baked theories and untested methods 


ital invested in them. ‘Consequently, 
the national balance 
sheet, the people must be taxed to 
meet both operating deficits and the 
whole interest outlay on the money in- 
vested in, and the stocks, bonds and 
debentures outstanding against these 
railways. 

For the current year it is estimated 
that no less a sum than $350,000,000 
will be required to meet ordinary ex- 
penditures, and a further substantial 
addition must be made to the nation- 
al debt to cover certain capital expen- 
ditures to which the country is al- 
ready committed and which cannot be 
avoided. 

Of this $350,000,000, about $125,000,- 
oo will be eaten up as interest on the 
public debt. In the neighborhood of 
$50,000,000 will be required to cover 
operating deficits and interest pay- 
ments on account of the national rail- 
ways. ‘Thus these two items alone 
will dispose of one-half of the entire 
revenue. 

Out of the remaining $175,000,000 
some tens of millions 
out in pensions, vocational training 
for soldiers, hospital accommodation 
and treatment for soldiers, and in var- 
ious forms of soldiers’ civil re-estab- 
lishment work. Some millions are to 


be spent in grants on a population | 


basis to the provinces for highway 
construction; a few “millions will be 
used to mect the deficit in the opera- 
tion of the post office department; 
and all the expenses of government, 
including the Civil Service,’ adminis- 
tration of justice, militia and _ police 
establishment, subsidies to the provin- 
ces, and all the mutiplicity of services 
devolying upon the Federal Govern- 
ment must be met. 

The people of Canada, who are the 
taxpayers, and who must bear the bur, 
den of providing the money to meet 
all these obligations, must seriously 
consider the national situation, and es- 
pecially so at times when they may 
be inclined to urge additional expen- 
ditures of one kind or another for 
very laudable and even necesSary pur- 
poses.

The world, Canada included, has had 
enough of destruction within the-past 
five or six years. What is now neces- 
enterprise, and 
that can only be brought about by 
work, and by people generally realiz-

If we do not make up our minds 
to undertake such work now, buckle 
down to our jobs, and produce to the 
maximum of our powers in whatever 
occupation we may be engaged, at the 
‘same time cuttimg out luxuries, and 
saving the last possible dollar.—well, 
we are but slightly delaying the time 
when dire force of necessity will com- 
pel us to do these things, and the lon- 
jger the delay before doing what we 
fought to do, the greater the loss and 


must be paid! the more severe the penalty will be. 


If we don’t climinate luxuries and 
save now; if we still think we can 
produce less and consume more; if 
we continue to delude ourselves that 
we can indefinitely continue to receive 
| double pay for half as much work, 
nothing can prevent hard times. If 
such times come as a result of our 
folly, we will not only do without lux- 
uries, but may find ourselves hard 
pressed to obtain necessities, 

There is only one solution, in Can- 
ada as elsewhere. It is not theoriz- 
ing; it is work—hard, practical, proe 
ductive work.

Demand for Men Better 


34,440 Workers Were Placed During 
Month of March 

The employment situation in Can- 
ada is improving, according to figures 
published in the Labor Gazette for 
April. The employment service con- 
nected with the department of labor 
placed altogether 34,400 people in em- 
ployment during the month of March 
and received 41,700 applications for 
employment. The department was 
notified of 38,200 vacancies. All these 
figures represent an increase over the 
previous month and the previous year 
There was a steady increase in em- 
ployment in all provinces except the 
prairies, where a decline was report- 
ed. 

There was less loss of time due to 
strikes in March, 22 strikes were re- 
ported, involving 3,789 people and re- 
presenting a loss of 43,169 working 
days. Sixteen strikes remained unset- 
tled at the end of the month. Reports 
were received from five conciliation 
boards and applications were received 
for five more. Two boards were ap- 
pointed in addition to these on appli-

National Research Institute 


Institution Would Meet The Require- 
ments for Developing the 
Natural Resources 


Plans for the establishment of a 


national reséarch institute for Canada, 
were before the commons committee 
on scietific research recently. It was 
recommended that a site of at least 5 


acres should be secured near Ottawa 
and a building of laboratory type four 
stories in height, to cost $500,000 to 
be erected. 

The scientific instruments required 
would cost approximately $100,000 and 
salaries would require about $100,000 
per annum. > 

This institute would be similar to 
the bureau of standards at Washing- 
ton and thé Mellon institute at Pitts- 
burgh. It was felt that such an in- 
stitution would meet the most pres- 
sing. requirements for developing nat- 
ural resources and make provision for 
assistance to Canadian indugfries. 

A bill covering the establishment of 
such an institution is to be drafted by 
a sub-committee composed of Dr. S. 
B. Steele, Dr. Thompson (Yukon), 
and Dr. R. J. Manion (Fort William), 
who will report back to the commit- 
tee.

Canada’s dairy product yielded ap- 
proximately $250,000,000 in 1919, Of 
this amount, about $65,000,000 was re- 


ceived for exports. These figures 


easily constitute a record for the Can- 
adian daity industry. In 1910, the to- 
tal value was estimated at $100,000.00 
and the exports amounted to $24,000,- 
000. Although the production of most 
dairy products made a fairly constant 
increase during the period of the war, 
the phenomenal record of 1919 must 
be attributed in large measures to the 
market conditions. In common with 
other food products, the prices of 
milk, butter and cheese rose rapidly 
to a world shortage.. Then, too, the 
more rapid growth of urban centres 
as compared with the rural population 
has enlarged the home market, with- 
quit a corresponding increase in pro- 
duction. Further the shortage of Ia- 
bor on farms throughout the war re- 
stricted increased production mater- 
ially, and the comparatively rapid. cx- 
pansion of the condensed and powder- 
ed milk trade affected cheese indus- 
try adversely/ Each of these factors 
tended to increase prices, Thu¥ in 
1918, the average price paid for cheese 
by the Dairy Produce Commission 
was 23, cents, f.o.b., steamship, at 
Montreal. Although similar statistics 
are not available for 1919, it is proba- 
ble that the price exceeded 27 cents.

Lightning Dangers 
Of Early Spring 


Wire Fences to Protect Your Cattle 
During Storms ‘ 

Though electric storms reach their 
highest frequency during the heat of 
summer they often occur in the spring 
and fire losses caused by lightning 
are by no means unknown in April 
and May. 

Lightning rods have proved an al- 
Only in 
very rare instances have they becn 
known to fail, and even in these cases, 
the failure was probably due to. de- 
fect in installation or to deterioration. 

Examine your lightning rod instal- 
lations for broken insulators, for 
bends in the cable which allow con- 
tact with the framework, or for cor- 
rosion where.it enters the earth. The 
latter is an important point. The elec- 
tricity is carried into the groupd by 
means of the cable, but, if it corrodes, 


and the ground connection is there- 


by broken, a fire’is very liable to re- 
sult, See to it that the cable is sound 
and is deep énough in thesground to 
always be in damp earth. 

When building wire fences it is ad- 
visable to-use ground wires about ev- 
ery five rods. Lightning is attracted 
by wire fencing and as, during a 
storm, animals will congregate near-to 
fetices, many of them are killed by 
contact with the wire, These ground 
wires may be of about No. 9 gauge 
wire, given one turn around each 
strand of the fence, and carried into 
the earth beside the fencepost.

San Remo.—The supreme council of 
the allics is fully prepared to execite 
the Turkish treaty by military force 
if necessary. ; 

The cotincil. has accepted a plan 
drawn up for the employment of the 
allied armies by Marshal Foch, Field 
Marshal Sir Henry Wilson, British 
chief of staff, and General. Badoglio, 
Italian chief of staff, who were pres: 
ent. ° 

Two hundred thousand allied troops 


Turkish Empire, stategically. disposed: 
and these forces can be increaesd, if 
Turkish resistance is developed to 
any essential nufmber. Greece will 
probably supply the largest number of 
troops, 

Supplementary naval plans were al- 
so announced by the council to which 
Baron Beatty, commander of the Brit- 
ish Grand Fleet, and Admiral Levav- 
asseur, assistant to the chief of the 
general staff of the French navy, ex- 
plained the plans in person. 

The treaty does not include the fin- 
al arrangements for mandatory states, 
They will simply be cut apart from 
Turkey and disposed of by the sup- 
reme council in the future. 

The council has determited to leave 
Kurdistan part of Turkish territory 
for a period.of two years and then 
decide whether to leave it with Tur- 
key or make it a separate province 
under a mandate. . 

The council discussed the composi- 
tion of military, naval and aerial com- 
missions in Turkey, It gave to the 
military and naval experts the instruc- 
tions necessary for preparation of da- 
ta for compilation by the editorial 
committee on articles relative to the 
Turkish treaty.

Drayton and C. C. Ballantyne. It 


was urged that the governmnet should . 


immediately consider undertaking 
some policy whereby the mineral de- 
velopment of the country will be ex- 
tended and whereby all the operations 
already made in the house will be im- 
plemented by effective action, on the 
ground that this would be one of the 
possible methods of increasing the po- 
pulation, lessen the taxes, enhance the 
property, secure a market for agricul- 
tural products, provide employment 
where it is badly needed, furnish 
freight for the already overdeveloped 
railways, make Canada commercially 
independent of the United States and 
generally help to give Canada its pré- 
per place among the advancing indus- 
trial nations of the world. 

It was also strongly urged that 
there has sprung up throughout the 
entire country an insistent demand 
for the development of the natural 
resources. The government is under- 
stood to have replied that it was al- 
ready cognizant of the arguments put 
forth and that some definite an- 
nouncement of policy could be expect- 
ed before the close of the present ses- 
sion. Practically every province was 
represented at the conference. 

It is the intention of the govern- 
ment to transfer to Alberta, Saskat- 
chewan and Manitoba, their -natural 
resources as soon as terms fair and 
equitable to all other provinces of the 
Dominion can be arranged. This in- 


formation was given to J. A. Camp- 


bell, of Nelson, in the house of com< 
mons. Mr. Campbell was told that it 
whad been. the policy of the govern- 
ment to make this transfer ever since 
its formation.

Next Census Likely to Show A Pop- 


_ ulation of Considerably Over 
Nine Million 


“Canada’s next census ig likely to 


show a population or the Dominion 
of over nine million people. Figures 
recently published and based on de- 
partmental estimates, gave the popul- 
dtion of the Dongnion as 8,835,102, 
While these estimates in the past have 
proven approximately correct, it is to 
be pointed out that they covered a 
period which ended on March 31, 1919 
nearly a year ago. Since that time 
there has been a great influx of peo- 
ple to Canada, : 
The major portion of Canada’s 
overseas forces around the four hund- 
red thousand mark, has returned to 
Canada since that date, and immigra- 
tion from Great Britain, which lan- 
guished during the war years, has re- 
vived to a considerable extent. There 
has also been a considerable move- 
ment from the United States. With 
the return of such a large portion 
of the male population fr¢gm overseas 
the natural increase should be much 
in excess of the period from 1914 to
